Circular Letter to Frult Producers— 
The Proposed Pamphliet-—Letter 
from Congressman Vande- 
ver—Resolutions. 


The Board of Directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon, with C. M. Wells in the chair, 
and Messrs, E. W. Jones, J. H. Book, 
W. H. Toler and Dr. J. P. Widney 
present. 

The Committee on Statistics re- 
ported that it had nothing to do with 
the ordering of the work done on the 
pamphlets, ite duty being simply to 
prepare the matter. The report was 
filed. 

President Jones and Secretary Han- 
chette reported that they had con- 
cluded’ to accept the offer of W. A. 
Burt to make a plaster-of -paris relief 
map for. the Chamber, furnishing the 
labor free, the Chamber to furnish the 
materials. Action approved. 

The secretary presented the follow- 
ing circular letter to be sent to the 
prominent fruit producers throughout 
the county, which letter was approved: 

“DEAR SIR: — Tho increased prosper- 
ity of Los Angeles county depends 
materially upon the cultivation of the 
idle acres. Of late it has been noticed 
that those whose eyes are turned in 
this direction are demanding actual re- 
sults in the matter of production 
rather than generalization, no matter 
how attractively the county may be de- 
scribed in glowing terms. “It is the de- 
sireof the Chamber of Commerce of 
les to publish at an early 
date the statistics of the recent 
season’s product,in the most concise 
form possible, and for this purpose 
your co-operation is solicited. 

It has been deemed best by the 
Chamber that public meetings of 
producers be held in all the districts of 
the county, at which each resident of 
the district may be prepared to give 
the results of this year’s crop. To this 
end it is requested that after consulta- 
tion with your neighbors as to date 
and place you will inform the secre- 
tary of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce in order that the directors 
of the Chamber may be in attendance 
at the meeting.”’ 

Maj. Jones presented the following 
resolution, which was adopted:

“ eluded. 


VERDICT OF SIMPLE ASSAULT. 


TwoChinamen Convicted of Mur- 
der in the Second Degree— 
* The Coolie Importer on 
Trial — New Cases. 


Charles Stanley, charged with having 
attempted to rape Maude Thornton of 
Pasadena, was tried before Judge 
Cheney in Department One yesterday 
morning. Only three witnesses were 
placed upon the stand. The girl her- 
self told of how Stanley assaulted her 
‘in a way to leave no room for doubt as 
to what his designs wereg-and Mr. 
Stratton and Mr. Thompson told of 
how they heard the girl’s screams and 
ran to her assistance.

AN AZUSA SENSATION. 


AND 


EDITOR BENTLEY TARRED 
FEATHERED, 


The Affair the Result of a Newspaper 
Fight—A Number of Prominent 
Citizens Implicated—Great 


For some months past 4 spirited lit- 
tle fight has been in progress at Azusa 
between George Bentley, husband of 
Mrs. Bentley, the editor and proprietor 
of the Azusa News, and C. E. Frazier, 
principal of the Azusa public school. 
The paper has, attacked Frazier time 
and again * has done all in its 
power to keep Rim from being reap- 
pointed, but it has glways failed. 
These attacks were kept up. until 
about a week ago when a gang of 
White Caps, as a * committee 
was organized and poor Bentley was 
treated to a coat of tar and feathers. 

Last night the following dispatch 
reached TR Times from Azusa: 

George Bentley, editor of the News, was 
taken out late Friday night last by armed 
menandtarred and feathered for publisn- 
ing an article refiectingon the conduct of 
©. E. Frazier with young irls and other 
irregularities ag teacher of the Azusa Gram- 
mar School. Parties are being arrested. J. 
W. Jeffries and Prof. Frazier are supposed 


to have been the instigators. Rich develop- 
ments later. 


The article referred to could not be 
secured last night but it is understood 
that it implicates Professor Frazier 
and several of his young lady pupils, 
and as soon as it appeared the citizens 
became so enraged that they called a 
meeting and organized a vigilance 
committee. They armed themselves 
and at a late hour at night they visited 
Bentley’s residence and called him out. 
He was taken in custody and 
and feathered. 

The whole matter has been kept 
perfectly quiet, and only leaked out 
yesterday afternoon, when it was re- 
ported on the streets that a number of 
warrants had been issued for the ar- 
rest of some of the most prominent 
citizens of Azusa. 

The committee is still in existence 
and is evidently ready for business, 
as they visited the house of a man 
night before last and tacked a warn- 
ing card on his door, which was found 
there yesterday morning. It was to 
the effect that he had better change 
his ways or he would be attended to. 
It was signed “The Azusa Vigilance 
Committee.“ 

The case was put in the hands of a

STATE DEBTS, - 


Appreciating the importance.of rap-- 
idity of publication in all matters ap- 
pertaining to a census, Superintendent 
Porter has commenced the publication 
fr time to time of census bulletins, 
| to lay before the country the results of 
the census without any delay. The 
first one, just received, relates to the 
indebtedness of States in 1880 and 1890. 
It is an interesting exhibit and very 
encouraging as to the financial stand- 
ing ofthe country. During the past 
decade, the debt of the States has de- 
creased 858,020,931, and the United 
States debt $567,975,077. 
The largest State bonded debt at 
presont is that of Virginia, amounting 
to $28,687,608, closely followed by Mass- 
achusetts, which is only about 
a quarter of a million less. 
Massachusetts, however, has funds 
on hand 81.847, 786 in excess of its debt. 
Then comes Tennessee with 814.938. 
608, Pennsylvania with $13,743,164 and 
Louisiana with $12,014.50. It will be 
noticed that most of these are Southern 
States. Six States are in the fortunate 
condition of having no bonded debt at 
all. These are Colorado, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Vermont, West Virginia and 
Wisconsin, and there are eight others 
which have less than a million of 
| bonded debt, among them California, 


‘| whose bonded debt amounts to $339,- 


500, against $714,000 in 1880. As the 
State has cash and funds on hand to 
the amount of $5,526,895, it is really 
out of debt. and has a balance in the 
bank. If we Wish this desirable con- 
dition of affairs to continue, we must, 
however, see to it that we do not get 
another Legislature like the last one, 
and, furthermore, that we elect a re- 
liable Governor, who will give us an 
economical administration. Such a

HAPPY HORTICULTURISTS. 


From all parts of Southern Cali- 
fornia comes the encouraging s of 
large receipts for fruit and of general 
activity among the horticulturists, 


terey. | Monrovia, a creation of the boom, is 


one of the places which has profited by 
the pomological revival. Accordi:g 
to the local journal the fruit drying 
establishment there will use this season 
not less than three thousand tons of 
apricots, peaches, nectarines and 
prunes. The average price paid for 
the fruit is thirty dollars a ton. At 
this rate the company will pay out 
$90,000 for the fruit, which amount 
will be distributed among the farmers 
of the valley.and will pay them from 
$150 to 8250 on acre. There are now 
between 275 and 300 persons employed 
at the fruit drier, men, women and 
children. The pay roll amounts to 
fully 82000 a week. Twenty-five car- 
loads of dried fruit have already 
been shipped East. These will prob- 
ably be followed by fifty carloads more 
before the season closes. * 

This is only the record for one small 
place. Multiply this by a score, and it 
will be evident what a large amount of 
money is coming into this section for 
fruit. The trouble is that we have too 
few establishments for utilizing our 
fruit crop. They are coming, however 
and willcontinue tocome. There ia 
big moneyin them, and that will insure 
their building. Our horticulturists 
will have no trouble about disposing of 
their crops. The buyers will come and 
séek them out. Those who now plant 
orchards and vineyards are wise. 
After a few years, they will be able to 
take their comfort under their own 
vine and fig tree. The future of this 
section is assured, even had we to de- 
pend on horticulture alone.

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THE DE LA GUERRA MANSION. 


Scenes That Recall the Civilization 
of Spaln—A Delightful Morn- 
ing In Spanish Santa 
Barbara. 


SANTA BARBARA, Aug. 11.—(Staff 
Correspondence of Tue Times.] On 
the pretty hill slopes that dip to the 
north west and run nestling. down into 
quiet garden-like spaces, removed from 
the business life of State street—the 
main artery of traffic in Santa Bar- 
bara—and extending from the estero 
to the street upon which the Court 
House stands—is built Spanish Santa 
Barbara. Here is a population, a large 
proportion of whom still know no 
language but their silver-tongued 
Spanish. Their homes were built 


more than half a century 
ago. They are hea with 
age, and voiceful of anot er civil- 


{zation than our own. ‘The visitor 
meets bere the same life that he would 
meet in Madrid or anywhere in Spain. 
Everything but the soil and the bright 
skies overhead is un-American and 
strange. Itis only the rising genera- 
tion that is beconing Americanized. 
The pretty, dark-eyed Spanish seiior- 
itas give their English visitors an 
English welcome, but the older genera- 
tions speak only their native tongue. 

Mr. Dixie Thompson, who came to 
Santa Barbara in April, 1552, and who 
is familiar with the Spanish popula- 
tion here, and speaks their language 
almost as readily as if it were his 
native tongue, invited me a few days 
since to atrip with him through Span- 
ish Santa Barbara, which I very readily 
accepted, Knowing as I did, that an in- 
troduction from him would be the only 
passport that I should require for ad- 
mittance to the homes of the Spanish 
residents. 

We first visited the old De la Guerra 
mansion, a family whose name is well 
and honorably kaown in California 
history, both civil and military. It is 
an aristocratic family in whose veins 
runs the pure Castilian blood, and the 
daughters of the house are no less 
noted for their beauty than are the 
sons for their chivalry. 

The mansion is a typical Spanish 
home of the nigher classes, built years 

o, of adobe, with a long wing on 
either side extending outward toward 
the street, thus forming a large open 
court in front. A broad veranda floored 
with red brick tiles extends along the 
entire front and wings, thus making 
an extensive corridorfor promenades. 

The open plaza beyond the court 
is the place where bull-fights were 
fought in the early days of Santa Bar- 
bara, and we can fancy these old cor- 
ridors filled with lovely sefioritas and 
their cavaliers watching the exciting 
struggle. 

But that ig all past. The long ver- 
andas were empty the other mornin 
as we drove up, save for one begutifu 
sefiorita who sat in the cool shadow of 
the wing to our right, busy with her 
pretty embroidery. 

Rb. sent our driver, Antone Gutier- 

as courtly a gentleman as ever 
breathed. to inquire if our coming 
would be intrusive at that rather early 
morning hour, and with the assurance 
that it would not be, we were invited 
to enter. pretty Sefiorita 
De la Guerra, who personated Santa 
Barbara at the recent carnival here, 
came in to welcome us, and gave us a 
seat in the great old-fashioned parior, 
a room some thirty feet in length by 
eighteen in wiath. Very charmingly 
did she chat with us, and showed us 


maby of the household treasures. 
Among these were the old- 
— silk ribosas, worn years ago 

the ladies of her house. 


These were of elegant silk, heavy and 
rich, some of black and white and 
others striped in gayer colors. An 
elegant blue silk dress was also 
brought out, heavily embroidered in 
black silk lace patterns, with a long 
train, low cut corsage and dainty short 
sleeves. It was a dress fit for u court 
reception, but it was worn years ago 
when this was a Spanish town, and its 
people were gay, wealthy and prosper- 
ous. 

PP on a pretty cousin of the house 

— 1 for us a rare bed quilt of 
satin, with silk embroidered 
clusters of roses and 
other blossoms which the white and 
dexterous fingers of some charming 
sefiorita had in the happy and prosper- 
ous days that are gone. made to bloem 
so fairly that they would almost cheat 
Nature herself, and lead her to think 
they were the children of ber own fra- 
grant gardens. And then there were 
such treasures of drawn work, doylies 
as film-like as a spider’ 8 web; 
skirts with their deep-wrought lace- 
like borders; dainty aprens with drawn- 
work like flowers; tea cloths with the 
same intricate finish; rich Spanish lace 
shawls; greenish satin slippers, and all 
that those wondrous beauties with 
those midnight eyes and hair, and lily- 
white faces, used for their’ personal 
adornment. I could easily fancy the 
elegance of those ancient days before 
the tide of empire flowed hither from the 
East. The beauty and the sumptuous- 
ness, and the chivalry of that 
earlier people was in keeping with the 
largeness and the splendor of semitrop- 
ical California. he parlor walls of 
this old mansion are covered with the 
pictures of a long ancestral line, and 
with those of Saints and the Blessed 
Virgin, for they are devout Catholics, 
ull, and cling reverently to the religion 
of their fathers. 

The parlor is filled with antique 
furniture, some upholstered in an- 
cient hair cloth, and some in 
more modern plush. There are 
— vases filled with flowers, tall mir- 
in gilt frames; artificial ers 
lass cases ; Mexican statuary, 
exquisite in design and finish, and over 
all the atmosphere of the long ago. 
Through these thick walls the summer 
heat neger penetrates, and the wide 
corridors are always cool and shaded. 

From this home we drove to the resi- 
dence of Celidonia Gutierrez, another 
well-preserved adobe of spacious di- 


mensions. The door was opened by 
her daughter, a still beautiful 
woman, -with typically brilliant, 
dark Spanish eyes and a 


complexion as fair and delicately tinted 
as the blossoms of the pear. Seuorita 
Merced lives with her mother, a lady 
of 84. a wonderful woman. Her hair 
is still black, showing scarcely a silver 
thread; her eyes bright and her teeth 
well preserved. She is full of vivacity, 
aud converses with a great deal of ani- 
mation and bids fair to fill out her 
century. She still works in her kitchen, 

is able to work or perform any kind of 
household labor, and she laughingly 
informed us that she could eat water- 
melon at midnight without injury to 


her digestion. 
Senorita Merced brought out for us 
to see, a treasure of her own, in the 


outh, and she must have been exquis- 
tely lovely, with her delicate classic 
features, cheeks where the lily and the 
rose were biended, and above them 
a light of her brilliant dark 
The old lady talked

„Her father loved to see his dau — 
ters well dressed.“ she told us in 
liquid Spanish, and then came — 
niscences of the past and of the gay 
social life that once brightened the 
homes of her people, 

We went through the mansion, into 
the spacious dining room, where hangs 
a picture of St. Antonio 100 years old, 
which was brought from the ruined 
mission of La Purissima; out into the 
83 sleeping apartments where 

ictured Saints and 1 of 
the hrist and the Virgin. It was like 
a new picture of life to us, and like 
lifting the curtain of the past. 

From this place we drove to the 
home of Sefior Romero who belongs to 
the lower middle class of his people. = 
He has fourteen children and here we 
saw represented four generations. Liv- 
ing here is the mother of Romero, Luisa 
Cajiedo, who remembers the building 
of La Purissima Mission. She must 
be at least a hundred. She occupies a 
little room partitioned off from the 
end of the veranda. Ithas a 1 
roof and rough board sides. The floor 
is bare save forasingle rug. Beside 
her iss small table on which are her 
beads, which she counts hourly. A tiny 
crucifix is abov it, upon which is the 
image of the rist. Inone corner is 
an old yellow parchment hung, upon 
which is the rude representation of 
Noah enteringtheark. “It wasa long 
time ago when that happened,“ she 
said. Pictures of saints were above 
her bed, which fitted snugly into the 
farther corner of her little room, which 
is lighted by a single window. She is 
toothless and her face bas deep lines 
furrowed by time, but her hair is not 


yet white, and she is still able 
to a little, although she 
says her sight ‘is failing her. 


There we found wide and spaciots 
rooms with only earth floors, lighted 
K. single small window and tbe door 

ning upon the floorless veranda. 
Under a rude shed was an old-time 
conical-shaped oven of adobe where 
the family baking is still done, though 
a good stove was in the kitchen with 
its clean swept earth floor. 

Across the way, occupying a roomy 
adobe, lives Luis Arrellanes. The 
walls of the house are not 
less than three feet in thick- 
ness, and it is well floored and 
comfortably furnished. Among the 
furnishings were a number of camphor- 
wood trunks brought in early days from 
the Sandwich Islands. In these the 
garments of the household were 
packed, There were five of these 
trunksina nest,“ a nest costing 
$120. They were brought here by the 
merchants: of those days and were 
packed full of dr * goods, and some- 
times goods and trunks, were sold 
together. Here wefound three gen- 
erations 
mother of the tirst generation looking 
hardly older than the daughter of the 
second, with her children about her. 

It was a delightful morning that we 
had in Spanish. Santa Barbara. We 
see among this Spanish population the 
elevating influence which the Catholic 
Church bas extended here. They are 
& devout and peaceable people—rarely 
quarreling among themselves, although 
they live in close proximity to each 
other. They are excellent neighbors, 
and are a polite people. Not a little 
boy did I pass that mornin — a 
street whose hat was not li 
occupants of our carriage. 

And here they dwell upon these quiet 
slopes of the town, growing their vines, 
their figs and their olives, the hearts 
of the older generation nursing the 
memories of the past, but the younger 
ones growing up and entering into the 
changes which American civilization 
brings. They are a picturesque and 
interesting feature of Sauta Harbara's 
life, a courtly, graceful and hospi — 
people.
